In the list of known dead, which now 
totals fifty, and of the Injured, which 
approxim ates 300, ar® many nam es of 
M exicans prominent in the official and 
social life of the region.

establishing salaries it is obliged to preserve a certain uniform ity, which, 
as carried out in practice, is subject to the criticism o f being unfair to 
some and more than fair to others. 


In W ashington once the head o f a government department explained 
this system to me bv stating that the governm ent cannot buy labor at the 
special market price of that labor. 
A carpenter in Alabama m ig h t be 
glad to get $1.75 a day for his labor, hut a carpenter in New York or 
M assachusetts would rightfully demand, say, $.‘1.50 a day. 
W hen the 
purchasing power of a dollar in New York is compared to the 
pur­ 
chasing power of a dollar in Alabama, it will be seen that the New 
j't ork carpenter is no more generously remunerated than the Alabama 
carpenter. 


But the governm ent cannot discrim inate; at least it does not under­ 
take to discrim inate in this way, but settles on an average salary for all 
its employes in any given grade. 
It was different once when postal em ­ 
ployes in certain metropolitan sections received a third more salary than 
postal employes in other sections. 


lf any plan like this should be reverted to it would be argued with 
much show of reason that the same service should have the same salary. 


In the case of unusually efficient service which is required of so 
many government employes, there is no effort made to pay salaries which, 
such service would command in nonpublic enterprises. 
That is why I

Federal Official Inspecting Experiment 
Stations in Texas. 


College Station. T ex., April 18. 
— Dr. W . H. Beal, who is connect­ 
ed with the office of experiment 
stations at Washington, was here 
a day or two ago making the usual 
round of inspection. 
A ll the experiment stations are 
visited once a year by a Federal 
officer, who looks into the work of 
the stations and checks up the ac­ 
counts of all money appropriated by 
the Federal Government. 
Dr. 
Beal seemed 
well pleased 
with the work being done here and 
especially complimented the organ­ 
ization of the office and the method 
of keeping track of the vouchers 
drawn against the numerous funds. 
Prof. J. W . Carson, vice director 
of the T exas experiment stations, 
has gone to Troupe for a few days' 
visit to the sub-station there. 
Mr. 
W . S. Hotchkiss is in charge of the 
Troupe station and has direct over­ 


sight of the work. 
Dr. N. H. Brown left today for 
Ennis and other points in North 
Texas on business of the college. 
He will be away several days. 


Following is a brief summary of 
the bucket shop law passed by the 


legislature: 
Senate bill 50, by Mayfield, pro­ 
hibits the dealing in futures, op­ 
eration of bucket shops and cotton 
exchanges. 
Prohibits renting a 
building for this purpose and pro­ 
hibits telegraph companies 
from 
future contracts for dealers in fu­ 
tures. 
Persons operating a bucket 
shop are liable to two years con 
finement 
in 
the 
penitentiary 
A gents offering 
to make 
future 
contracts are liable to a sentence 
of from ten to thirty days in jail. 
Telegraph companies who let their 
wires in bucket shops are liable to 
a fine of from $100 to $1,000. 


THE TEXT BOOK LAW. 


A summary of the new text 
book law will be found of general 
interest, aud is as follows: 
Senate bill by Harper prescribes 
a uniform set of text books for cit} 
and country schools. There is to be 
a State T ext Book Board. The list 
of twenty names, to be submitted 
to the Governor for him to select 
five to constitute the T ext Book 
Board, shall be jointly nominated 
by 
the 
State superintendent of 
public instruction and the presi­ 
dent of the State University. 
Of 
that number twelve shall be pub­ 
lic school 
teachers, 
four count} 
superintendents 
and 
four 
city 
superintendents, from which three 
teachers, one county and one city 
superintendent shall be selected to 
constitute 
the State 
T ext Book 
Board, 
with the 
Governor 
and 
State Superintendent. 
The bill 
includes all cities as well as the 
county 
schools. 
The books for 
high schools, as put on by the 
House, 
are eliminated, and will 
not be included. 
The preference 
for T exas authors, all things being 
equal, remains in the bill, but that 
in favor of Texas publishers was 
stricken out. 
The bill includes 
for the first time in T exas’ physical 
geography and elementary algebra. 
It provides that bids shall be re­ 
ceived and opened not later than 
A pril i, 1908, and that the books 
adopted thereunder be in use for 
five 
years, 
beginning 
with 
the 
school session in September, 1908.
